New Yo rk, March 17 (/P) — A 
general strike o f New Yo rk City 
tax i driv ers, effectiv e at o nce, 
was v o ted early to day by 5 ,000 
cheering delegates o f the Tax i 
Driv ers Unio n at a meeting in St. 
Nicho las rink. 
The strike v o te was declared 
unanimo us by the leaders. Rec­ 
o gnitio n o f the unio n was de­ 
scribed as the principle issue at 
stake. 
There also was so me resent­ 
ment o v er the div isio n o f a 5 
cent tax which New Yo rk City , 
under the Tammany regime that 
preceded May o r Fio rello H. La- 
Guardia assessed fo r each tax i 
ride. 
This tax was declared illegal 
by the co urts and the dispo sitio n 
o f the sum co llected fro m the 
public became a matter o f co n­ 
tro v ersy . It led to a strike o f tax i 
driv ers which started Feb. 2 and 
lasted a week, with scenes o f dis­ 
o rder o n Bro adway and in o ther 
sectio ns. 
At to day ’s meeting o ne speak­ 
er declared tha t he did no t be­ 
liev e the driv ers hav e been giv ­ 
en mo re than 20 per cent o f the’ 
tax co llected, tho ugh, under the 
settlement 
o f 
the 
February 
strike, they were suppo sed to get 
5 0 per cent.

This was unconfirmed, but au­ 
thorities were impressed with the 
possibility tha t Dillinger, if he 
is this near the border, m ight 
try to get across it. Police on 
both sides k ept close watch, al­

Sarnia expressed confidence last 
night tha t Dillinger had n’t been 
able to enter their country.
